It is understood that the state depart- 
ment is being slowly but steadily in- 
fluenced to accept the view which 
seems to obtain in Great Britain and 
France, and possibly in Italy, That 
is, that a single power with an ef- 


iclent army and navy within easy 
reach of Siberia, and not otherwise 
employed, and acting in conformity 
with a general agreement, might be 
better able to deal with the situation 
than any International force such as 
was contemplated. In the meantime, 
Vologda, a city of 60,000 people, 375 
miles east of Petrograd, apparently is 
to be American diplomatic headquar- 
ters in Russia until the situation in 
that country clears. The common 
public information was advised by its 
representatives in Petrograd today 
that Ambassador Francis and his 
staff, the American constlate, the 
American misston and the American 
Red Cross representatives, left the 
capital for Vologda by railroad on 
February 27. The attitude of the 
Bolsheviki government toward the 
proposed action by Japan in Siberia 
remains to be developed. The Rus- 
sian representatives in Washington 
are opposed to the proposced action 
urged by the Entente Powers, it was 
officially stated tonight.

UNIQUE NOVELTY 
ON PROGRAM FOR 
ORCHESTRA CONCERT 


Probably the most unique novelty 
that has appeared on the programs of 
the Hdmonton orchestra for the last 
year is the overture, “The Dowie Dons 
O' Yarrow,” by that dean of Scottish 
composers, Hamish MacCunn, whose 
compositions show a strongly national 
coloring and other sides of Scottish 
music, particularly those which deal 
with more eminent emotions, which 
had scarcely been brought into the 
world of artistic or “composed” music, 
until this son of a ship-owner ot 
gave his compositions .o 
the public, The present-number which 
he calls an orchestral ballad was first 
produced at Crystal Palace in 
and is the second of the MacCunn 
compositions to be performed ut the 
Edmonton Orchestra concerts, the 
first performance being that of “High- 
land Memories” early this season. 
This number has been in preparation 
for some weeks, the 
having been condensed to answer the 
purpose for the coinbination of in- 
struments at these concerts, and a 
very interesting performance of this 
characteristic work is anticipated. 

The other outstanding feature on 
the program and no less of a novelty 
is a “Petite Suite de Concert,” by 
Samuel Colleridge-Taylor. Mr. Col-
